W ljSCfeK.<£2& by an Act of Parliament made in Ireland in Preamble: 
the sixth year of the reign of Queen Anne, intituled, “An 6 Anne, c. 
“ Act for the public Registering of all Deeds, Conveyances and Wills 
“ that shall be made of any Honors, Manors, Lands, Tenements or 
“ Hereditaments,” a Public Register Office was established in the City 
5 of Dublin ; and by other Acts of Parliament made in Ireland, and by 
certain Acts of Parliament of the United Kingdom, various provisions 
have from time to time been made in respect of such Register Office, 
and particularly by an Act of the ninth year of the reign of his late 

to Majesty King Geokge the Fourth, intituled, “ An Act to provide for 9 Geo. i. 

“ the Regulation of the Public Office for registering Memorials of c - 57 ' 

“ Deeds, Conveyances and Wills in Ireland : 

And whereas Lord Viscount Kilwarden, who at the time of passing 
the said last mentioned Act was, by patent, Registrar of the said Office, 

, has since died, and thereupon George Ogle Moore, esquire, one of His 
Majesty’s Counsel in Ireland, who had for many years been Deputy 
Registrar, was by the Commissioners of His Majesty’sTreasury, under the 
authority of the said last mentioned Act, on or about the twenty-seventh 
day of July in the year One thousand eight hundred and thirty, appointed 
20 Registrar of the said Office, and he now is Registrar of the same; and 
certain other Appointments in the said Office were then also made : 

And whereas Doubts have arisen as to the construction of certain 
of the Provisions made in respect to the said Register Office; and 
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some of tne Provisions of the said Act of the ninth year of his late 
Majesty King George the Fourth have been found inconvenient, and 
others to occasion an unreasonable expense to Parties resortim- for 
information to the said Register Office, and the remaining provisions to 
require alterations and amendments to be made therein ; FOR Remedy 
whereof it is requisite that the said Act should be repealed, but with- 
out invalidating the aforesaid Appointments, and also that further Pro- 
viaons should be made for the future regulation of the said Register

AND whereas it is right that the Direction of the said Register Office Registrar to 
5 Should be confided to the Registrar ; BE it therefore Enacted, That the 
Direction, Management and Superintendence of all departments in the 
Office shall devolve as his duty upon the said Registrar, and that he 
shall duly authorize the Assistant Registrar to do all official acts neces- 
sary in the execution of the duties of the office ; which power shall con- 
10 tinue after a vacancy shall happen in the office of Registrar, until the 
said office shall be again filled up in as. full and ample a manner as if 
such vacancy had not occurred ; and that the said Registrar shall at his 
pleasure remove any or either of the Four Clerks on the establishment, 
and also that he shall retain and employ such a number of supernume-

this Act, there shall be kept in the said Registry Office a book or books,

,5 the Form and Manner of keeping such Indexes now in use shall be 
continued to be followed only up to and including the said Thirty- 
first day of December, to which time the Entries and Registry of all 
Memorials then already brought into the Office shall be completed 
as soon after that day as may be ; and all Books theretofore at any 
20 time used or kept in the said Registry Office, containing Transcripts 
of Memorials, Abstracts of the Contents of Memorials, or Indexes 
to Memorials, registered in the said Office, shall be Public Property, 
and be preserved in the said Office, and not be removed therefrom. 

And be it further Enacted, That from and after the said Thirty-first Manner 
25 °f December, there shall be kept in the said Office a book, indexes." 2 
to be called the “ Day Book,” in which book the first Entry of every 
Memorial received into the said Office shall be made, and in the same 
order in which the Memorial shall be received in the Office, and such 
Entries shall be in the form or to the effect of the Model of such a book 
30 set forth in the Schedule marked (B.) to this Act annexed ; and more- 
over that as soon as One hundred Memorials shall have been received,

Book” to be hundred Memorials shall have been set aside, there shall forthwith be

Book,” a short statement of the effect of the Instrument set forth in 
every Memorial in such bundle, which Abstract shall be in the form or 
to the effect of the Model contained in the Schedule distinguished by 
the letter (C.) to this Act annexed ; and the said Abstracts shall be 
entered into the said Abstract Book in the same order that the first 20 
entries relating to the Memorials in that same bundle were entered in

And be it further Enacted, That as soon as the said Abstracts shall 
have been made, the One hundred Memorials in the first bundle shall 
forthwith be faithfully and legibly transcribed upon parchment in the 30 
same order in which the Memorials shall have been numbered in the 
Day-book ; and then the next one hundred Memorials shall in like 
manner be transcribed, and so continually the Transcripts shall be made 
until the whole of the Memorials in every other bundle shall have been 
transcribed ; and in the margin of every Transcript there shall be in- 35 
serted a memorandum of the Hour and Day on which the Memorial of 
which it is a copy was registered, and also the Number of the Memo- 
rial ; and the Transcripts of every eight hundred Memorials shall be 
bound together and form one Volume, with the exception of any num- 
ber less than eight hundred at the end of the year, which shall make the 40 
last Volume of that year; and on every Volume of Transcripts there 
shall be indorsed the Year in which the Memorials transcribed into it 
were received, and also the Number of the Volume in the series of 
volumes of Transcripts in that year ; and further, that every Memorial 

received 
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received to be registered in the said Office shall be fully and com- 
pletely transcribed as aforesaid within the space of Thirty Days next 
after the day on which the same shall be so received ; and if such 
Transcript be not made within the time aforesaid, the Clerk or other 
5 person in the said Office, through whose 'neglect, default or mismanage- 
ment the same shall happen, shall be discharged. 

AND whereas a great part of the Benefit which should have resulted 
from the institution of the said Registry Office has been lost, from the 
circumstance that no adequate provision was made for the preparation 
10 and reduction of well compiled and sufficient alphabetical Indexes of 
the Persons and Lands affected by the Memorials registered therein ; 
FOR Remedy whereof, BE it further Enacted, That previously to the 
said Thirty-first day of December there shall be provided in the said Re- 
gister Office a series of parchment Books of sufficient size, and consisting 
1 5 each of not less than Six hundred pages ; which series of Books shall be 
called the “ Index of Names,” and one book of the series shall he 
appropriated to the letter (A.), another book to the letter (B.), and so on 
through the alphabet; provided that anyone such book may have a second 
or even a third unfrequently used letter assigned to it in the discretion 
20 of the Registrar ; and upon the pages of every book in such series there 
shall before the year in which it is to be used begins, be distributed an 
Alphabet with the letters of a second alphabet to each letter, in the 
following manner (that is to say) the letters A a at the head of a 
page at the beginning of the book ; A b at the head of a page next to 
25 or not more than a few pages subsequent to the page in which the two 
former letters were inserted, and so on throughout a whole alphabet 
preceded by the letter (A.) ; then B a, and to the end of a second 
alphabet ; then C a ; and following the like course until every letter of 
the alphabet thus repeated with a consecutive letter of a second alphabet 
30 shall have been inserted, each as the head of a separate page of the 
book ; into which book there shall be daily entered by and under the 
two first letters of the name, the Surname of the Grantor in every 
Memorial registered in the Office after the time of opening the Office 
In the morning of the current day; and to the said Surname of the 
35 Grantor there shall be subjoined the Christian name of such Grantor, 
and also the Surname and the Christian name of the Grantee, the 
number of the page of the Day Book wherein the first entry in respect 
of such Memorial shall have been made, and in like manner the page 
and volume of the Abstract Book, with the denomination of the Lands 
40 and the names of the County and Barony wherein the lands affected by 
the Instrument of which the Memorial is registered is situated, and the 
Number of the Memorial; and where there shall be more than one 
Grantor, there the name of the second Grantor shall, in like manner 
under the initial letter of the name of such Grantor, constitute a second 
Entry in the said Index, and such entry shall be accompanied with the

AND whereas it is material that no Delay or impediment whatso- 
ever that can be avoided, should be suffered by Persons desirous of con- 
sulting the aforesaid Index ; and at the same time it is very necessary 
that the Clerks and other Persons employed in the said Office should 20 
have time and fair opportunity to write up such Index ; both of which 
objects may in a far greater degree be obtained by having a duplicate 
Copy of such Index made ; BE it therefore further Enacted, That from 
the said Thirty-first day of December One thousand eight hundred and 
Thirty-one, there shall be in all respects a Duplicate Copy of the said 25 
Index of Names made in the said Office in the following manner : 

The aforesaid Index of Names being entered up for one day, the said 
Index shall be placed out in the Office for the use of all Persons coming 
to make searches in the following day ; and in the course of the said 
following day the like Entries shall be made in the Duplicate Copy, 30 
together with the accruing Entries of that day, which Duplicate Copy 
so written up shall take the place of the first copy of the said Index on 
the third day, and during the third day all the Entries which were made 
in the Duplicate Copy on the second day, shall be entered in the first 
copy, together with the accruing Entries of the third day, and such first 35 
Copy so entered up shall be the Copy to be placed out in the Office for 
use in the fourth day, and so on from day to day alternately. 

And be it further Enacted, that previously to the said Thirty-first 
day of December, there shall be provided in the said Office another Series 
of sufficiently large parchment Books, to be called the “ Index of Lands,” 40 
and one book of such series shall be appropriated to each County, and 
one to each Town or City being a County of itself ; and every book 
appropriated to a County shall be divided into Baronies ; and every book 
appropriated to a Town or City being a County of itself, shall be 

divided 
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divided into Parishes ; and under every Barony there shall be distributed, 
on. the pages of such book appropriated to such Barony, an Alphabet, 
with the letters of a second alphabet to each letter, in the manner herein- 
before directed in respect to the distribution of such letters ; and under 
5 every Parish in each of the said Towns or Cities, being Counties of 
themselves, there shall be a like distribution of an Alphabet, with the 
letters of a second alphabet to each letter ; into which books there shall 
be daily entered, by the initial letter of each name, the Names of all 
Lands, Tenements and Hereditaments specified in every Memorial 
10 registered in the Office after the time of opening the Office in the 
morning of the current day, and to the said name of the Land, Tene- 
ment or Hereditament, there shall be subjoined the Name of the Parish 
or the Place respectively in which the same shall be described to be 
situated, and also the page of the Day-book and the page of the Ab- 
15 stract-book, and the Number of the Memorial relating thereto; and all 
such Entries also shall be made and completed before the time of open- 
ing the Office for business on the following morning; and further, that such 
last-mentioned Series of Books shall, concomitantly with the Index of 
Names hereinbefore mentioned, terminate at the end of the Tenth year, 
20 and thereupon in like manner a new Series, in a new set of such books, 
shall be began and be continued during another period of Ten Years, and 
a similar arrangement shall be made at the end of every subsequent period 
of Ten Years ; and opposite to every such Entry of Lands there shall 
also be entered the Surname of the Grantor, and also the Surname of 
25 the Grantee, but where there shall be more than one Grantor the name 
of the first Grantor only shall be so entered, with the word “ another” 
or “others,” and where more than one Grantee, in like manner the Sur- 
name of the first Grantee only, with the word “ other ” or “ others,” 
and with the page of the Abstract-book and the Number of the Memo- 
30 rial to which such entry relates, together with the year, page and volume 
of the Registry-book where such Memorial is transcribed at length. 

And be it further Enacted, That a Duplicate Copy of the said Index 
of Lands shall be prepared, and used in like manner as nearly as 
may be as the Duplicate Copy of the Index of Names hereinbefore 
35 mentioned. 

AND whereas a practice hertofore prevailed, of giving Information 
privately from the said Office, which ought not to exist ; BE it there- 
fore further Enacted, That no Book whatsoever containing Entries or 
Abstracts of registered Mortgages or Annuity Deeds shall be kept in 
40 the said Register Office for the private use or benefit or inspection of 
any Bankers, Merchants or other Persons, other than the common books 
of the Office. 

AND whereas by the tenth section of the aforesaid Act of the Sixth 
year of the reign of her Majesty Queen Anne, provision was made that 
219. C the 
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the Registrar or his Deputy should, as often as required, make Searches 
concerning all Memorials registered in the said Office, and give Certifi- 
cates concerning the same ; and a Doubt having arisen whether there- 
under the Registrar was obliged to give negative Certificates in cases 
where the result of the search was, that no Memorial was found to have 5 
been registered ; it was by the second section of an Act made in the 
Parliament of Ireland in the Eighth year of the reign of his Majesty 
King George the First, enacted, that upon a requisition, called a 
Note, being left with the Registar or his Deputy, in the form and manner 
therein mentioned, the said Registrar should give negative Certificates: 10 
And whereas a further Doubt has arisen, whether the Person re- 
quiring such a Certificate, may in the said Note exclude by name from 
the search thereby required to be made, any Instrument of which he is 
already aware, or any Instrument in respect of which he is in want of 
no further information, and at the same time retain a right to the Remedy 15 
against the Registrar and his Deputy provided by that Act; and it is right 
that such last-mentioned Doubt should likewise be removed ; BE it 
therefore Enacted, That every Person making such a Requisition as 
aforesaid, shall, if he shall think proper so to do, insert in the Note by 
which he shall make the same, an exception of any Instrument or 20 
Instruments whatsoever ; provided that there shall be subscribed to the 
said Note the Date, Name, and Parties Names or Testator’s Name, and 
the denomination of the Lands of every Instrument included in the said 
exception ; and upon every Note in which such an exception shall be 
made, the said Certificate shall, with the exception of the Instruments 25 
so enumerated, be given in the same manner in every other respect as 
upon a Note without any exception j and the Registrar and Deputy or 
Assistant Registrar shall be equally liable in Damages and full Costs 
for any fraud, collusion or wilful neglect in making out such Certificate, 
as if no exception had been inserted in the Requisition for the same. 30 

AND whereas it is expedient that a summary mode of hearing any 
Complaint against any Person in the said Register Office should be pro- 
vided ; BE it therefore Enacted, That upon any Complaint made on 
oath before any of His Majesty’s superior Courts of Law or Equity in 
Dublin, of any neglect, default or misconduct of the Registrar or 35 
Assistant Registrar, or any Clerk or other person employed in the said 
Register Office, it shall be lawful for such Court, or any of the Judges 
or a Judge thereof, to hear and determine such Complaint in a summary 
manner; and the said Court, Judges or Judge, shall forthwith cause a 
Copy of the Judgment pronounced upon such Complaint to be laid 40 
before the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of 
Ireland, and thereupon it shall be lawful for the said Lord Lieutenant 
or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland to order, if he or they 
shall see cause, the Person upon the Complaint against whom such 
Judgment was given, to be removed from his office or employment 
in tiie said Register Office. 

AND 
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AND whereas great Difficulties have occasionally been experienced 
in the said Register Office, in abstracting and indexing Memorials, from 
a want of a sufficiently full description being inserted in the Memorial, of 
the Place in which the Lands are situated, and it is fitting that in future 
5 Memorials such Omissions should not be left unsupplied ; BE it there- 
fore Enacted, That from the said Thirty-jirst day of December, in every 
Memorial brought into the said Office to be registered, there shall be 
specified the County, Barony and Parish, or the Counties, Baronies and 
Parishes, or the Town or County of a City and Parish in which the Lands 
to be affected by registering such Memorial are situated, and where the 
Lands lie in two or more Baronies or Parishes, or in two or more 
Parishes of a Town or City, being a County of itself, or partly in a 
Barony and partly in such a Parish, the same shall be distinctly stated 
in the Memorial ; and further, that where the Instrument to which the 
l 5 Memorial relates shall contain a Plan of the Lands or of any part thereof, 
there shall be inserted in or be annexed on parchment to the Memorial 
of such Instrument to be registered, a copy of such Plan ; and moreover 
that every Memorial brought into the said Office to be registered, shall 
be there compared with the Instrument of which it purports to be a 
20 Memorial, and if the several particulars in the Memorial shall be 
found to be truly stated from the Instrument, then the Memorial shall 
be registered, and a Certificate that a Memorial of such Instrument 
has been registered shall be made upon the Instrument, but not 
otherwise. 

2 5 AND whereas it is convenient that Office Copies of the Memorials 
registered in the said Register Office should, under certain limitations, 
be received in Evidence ; BE it therefore Enacted, That in all Proceed- 
ings before any Court of Justice for all purposes whatsoever, an Office 
Copy of any Memorial registered in the said Office shall, upon such 
30 Office Copy being proved in like manner as an Office Copy of any other 
Record, be received and taken as evidence of the contents of the Memo- 
rial of which it purports to be an Office Copy, without the production of 
the original Memorial : Provided always, That the Party producing 
such Office Copy shall, the day before producing the same, give Notice in 
35 writing to the adverse Party thereof ; and provided also that such adverse 
Party shall not, upon receiving such Notice, forthwith demand by a 
counter Notice that the original Memorial shall be produced ; and in 
every case in which such counter Notice shall be given, the Costs of 
producing the original Memorial shall be paid by either Party, as the 
40 Court in which the proceeding shall take place, or the Taxing Officer of 
such Court, may determine. 

AND whereas the Indexes and Abstracts of the said Register Office 
in former years are many of them in a dilapidated state, and none of 
the Indexes have been compiled upon an eligible plan ; and for the 
21 9* benefit 
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benefit of all Persohs requiring to make Searches in the said Office in 
the years hitherto elapsed, it is very desirable that better and more com- 
plete Indexes and Abstracts should be prepared, of all Memorials regis- 
tered in the said Office and to be registered therein, up to and including 
the said Thirty-first day of December One thousand eight hundred and 5 
thirty-dye ; BE it therefore Enacted, That like Indexes and Abstracts 
in respect of such last-mentioned Memorials as by this Act are re- 
quired with regard to all Memorials to be registered after the said 
Thirty-first day of December, shall, as far as the same may be practi- 
cable, be constructed, and in such manner that when the same shall be 10 
completed, the whole shall, with the Abstracts and Indexes of Memo- 
rials registered after the said Thirty-first day of December, form entire 
and consecutive Sets of Abstracts and Indexes to all Memorials in the 
said Office, having each Set respectively constructed throughout upon 
the same plan. 15 

A ND for the more expeditiously forming of such Abstracts and Indexes 
of all Memorials which are and shall be registered in the said Office, up 
to and including the said Thirty -first day of December ; BE it further 
Enacted, That it shall be lawful for the Lord High Treasurer, or Com- 
missioners of His Majesty's Treasury, or any three or more of them, from 20 
time to time to advance and issue out of the Consolidated Fund to the said 
Register, such sum and sums of Money as shall be necessary, not exceeding 
Ten Thousand Pounds, for defraying the Expenses of compiling, trans- 
cribing on parchment and completing such Abstracts and Indexes as last 
aforesaid ; and moreover , that the said Lord High Treasurer or Lords 25 
of the Treasury aforesaid shall also be at liberty to order and direct the 
appropriation, out of the Balances on the Accounts of the said Register 
in respect of the said Register Office, and before such Balances shall be 
paid over as hereinbefore directed, of such further sum and sums of 
Money as may appear to them to be requisite for effecting the aforesaid 30 
purpose. 

AND whereas it is of importance to the Public that the Business of 
the said Register Office should be carried on with all possible order, 
punctuality and dispatch, and also that no greater Fees should be charged * 
in the said Office than will amount annually to a sum of Money sufficient 35 
to discharge the current Expenses of the Establishment when efficiently 
appointed, and to leave a small Excess, wherewith the Advances from 
the Consolidated Fund, for the particular purpose hereinbefore autho- 
rized, may gradually be replaced ; and the better to insure that these 
purposes shall be effected, it is expedient that the said Register Office 40 
should be placed under the Control of the Treasury ; BE it there- 
fore further Enacted, That it shall be lawful for the Lord High 
Treasurer, or Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury, or any three 
or more of them, from time to time, as to him or them shall appear 

needful, 
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needful, to regulate the said Register Office, and as well to determine 
what number of Persons shall be employed in discharging the duties to 
be performed therein, as what the Duty to be performed by each indivi- 
dual so employed shall be, and likewise to fix the respective amount of 
5 Salary to be paid to each individual for his services in the said Office ; and 
further to dispense with the services of all or any one of the Individuals 
appointed by this Act, or hereafter to be employed in the said Register 
Office, or any part of such services, or to reduce the salary of any such 
individual, and in any of the said cases to make a reasonable compen- 
10 sation or annual allowance to such individual or individuals as the 
said Lord High Treasurer or Commissioners shall deem proper, and to 
direct the payment thereof out of the Fees of the said Office ; and 
moreover to order and direct all or any part of any Surplus of the Fees 
and Monies received by the Registrar of the said Office to be laid out or 
15 expended in rendering the said Register Office more useful and conve- 
nient to the Public, and to reduce, alter or vary any of the Fees, regula- 
tions, orders or directions established or at any time hereafter to be 
established in the said Register Office, and to establish any other Fees, 
regulations, orders or directions : Provided always, That every Regula- 
20 tion, order or direction made or given by the Lord High Treasurer, or 
Commissioners aforesaid, under this Act, shall be forthwith laid before 
both Houses of Parliament, if Parliament shall be then sitting, and if 
Parliament shall not then be sitting, then within Fourteen Days after 
the next meeting of Parliament, and that the same shall not become 
and be binding and conclusive until after the end of the Session in which 
the same shall be laid before both Houses of Parliament.
